The Veto. 


The veto of.the immigration billbecaiise of the literacy lest 


therein embodied came as no surprise to its framers or the 
people of the Country. President Wilson had plainly indicated 
Ijis impose to disapprove.'the measure unless the so-called lit- 
eracy test were eliminated^but Congress insisted upon its re- 
tention and,the president with equahresp.lution has set the seal 
of his disapproval upon it, clearly'-setting forth his reasons 
therefor, as is customary in such cases. ' 


What has titken place does not/change public opinion on 


the matter, which has been shaiply divided from the start. 
Friends of the measure contend that the welfare of the country 
demands the exclusion of immigrants who cannot read and 
write in their own language, while'its opponents, of whon\ 
President Wilson stands al the head, are confident that such 
exclusion would be a mistake, character bejng a more impor- 
tant, consideration than education or the lack of it. On.the 
one side it is argued that there is danger in the influx of large 
numbers of ignoiant people from all parts of the world, while 
on th'e other the fact is presented that the ancestors of many 
of the best citizens of the United Slates today were utterly 
lacking in education when they came.;to our shores, and that 
consequently it would be not only unjust, but unwise to set up 
at this time such discrimination as is provided by the, literacy 
test/ The outcome depends upon the ability or inability of 
Congress to pass the bill over the veto. 


,Oiie of the aigumenfs against the bill is that the country 


needs all the willing workeis that seek-here a field for the im- 
piovement of their condition, and .that the safeguards should 
be erected al the ballot box i alher than at the seaports. A con- 
temporary puts the case concisely when it says: "We do not 
need so much'lo guaid our gateway.of access as we need to 
guaid the ballot box horn the containjnating influences of un- 
ripe citizenship." 


That is a good point. Theie has been an ejTort in the past 


lo-iush new-co'meis into the i auks .of voters wilh all possible 
haste and the results have been bad, not so much because of 
the lack of right intentions on,the,part of "unripe citizenship" j 
as because of the fact thai the'voters have been manipulated 
by unprincipled and uiisciiipulous politicians for purely selfish 
puiposes. Wilh proper safeguards at this point the chances 
are that Hie counliy would sutler lit tic'from immigration w i t h j 
the restrictions that already exist.
